DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Levi 8S. Brown, Prudential Committee. 

Miss Clara L. Brown taught the first term, and it was 
her first school. The experience necessary for all that in- 
cludes the work of a teacher, comes largely from observation, 
tact and trial, and Miss Brown’s lack of confidence in her- 
self, made it appear that these elements were somewhat 
lacking; but this is only apparent, and the experience of a 
few terms will, doubtless, so develop them as to render her 
a teacher, fully equal to all requirements as such. Her 
scholarship is good, and was well exercised in this school. 
The work was commenced and continued with a conscien- 
tious duty to all her pupils, and closed with a satisfactory 
examination. Miss Brown left the school in the fall to con- 
tinue her studies, and Miss Olive B. Hazelton was wisely 


28 


secured to fill the vacancy. Miss Hazelton taught the school 
last year, consequently was well fitted to resume the work, 
which she did with her usual earnestness and success. 
That a long term of sixteen weeks was made very profitable 
to the district, was well proved at the examination, the re- 
sults of which were highly meritorious to teacher and 
scholars. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Plummer B. Corson, Prudential Committee. 

The first term was taught by Miss Vannie A. Harriman, 
a lady of much experience and high scholarly attainments. 
With these advantages, and the tact to use them, her work 
from the commencement to the close was a success, produc- 
ing solid benefits to the pupils in their different branches of 
study and general improvement. Perfect satisfaction was 
given throughout the district, but to have a longer term, an 
exchange was made, and the second term was taught by 
Miss Mary A. Keenan. 

This was her first trial in teaching, and having some 
scholars that had not had the advantage of the previous 
term, the work was harder than otherwise it might have 
been. But she worked with perseverance and zeal, thus ac- 
complishing more than was expected. The examination was 
good, and made quite pleasing by the introduction of very 
useful exercises that were nicely executed. by the pupils. It 
is evident that Miss Keenan possesses rudiments, which, 
wielded by experience, will make her a proficient and_ skill- 
ful teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Wilson 8S. Abbott, Prudential Committee. 

The teacher the first term was Miss Mary L. Brown, a 
lady whose manner of appearance and expression is well 
adapted to school-room work. 

Under her influence scholars study and recite with ease 
and interest. Hence good progress was made, the effect of 
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which was a pleasant and quite satisfactory examination. 
Miss Brown did not return the second term, and the dis- 
trict were so fortunate as to have the place filled by Mr. 
Abbott himself. Within a few days of the expiration of the 
term, he was seized with a sudden and serious illness that 
compelled a close of the school without an examination. 
But so far as the teaching and improvement of the scholars 
are concerned it is not necessary to report farther, for all 
know Mr. Abbott, and when it is said he taught, it is said 
the work was done with completeness. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


David Lane, Prudential Committee. 

This district had but one term of school, which was 
taught by Miss Sadie M. Colcord. It was the commence- 
ment with her in teaching, but she displayed much natural 
tact and ability in the matter. The interest of the pupils 
was held and their improvement continued throughout a 
term of fifteen weeks. She not only instrueted well in the 
different branches of study, but ingeniously brought out 
what musical talent she found in the school, and with all the 
examination was rendered very interesting, denoting work 
and execution on the part of both teacher and scholars very 
commendable. | 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


John H. Dodge, Prudential Committee. 

Miss Lydia W. Ladd taught the school. It was her first, 
but in a term of nine weeks she acquired excellent proficien- 
cy in the work, and the scholars were nuch benefited by her 
good discipline and zealous teaching. The examination 
proved that they had gained good and lasting ideas of what 
they had been over. The result of the term’s work was very 
satisfactory and fraught with credit for fruitful labors grat- 
ifying to all. 
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DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Charles W. Scribner, Prudential Committee. 

Here again we report those who made their first trial in 
teaching. Mr. Frank M. Merrill was employed the first 
term. Though young, by his fine scholarship and uncom- 
mon self-possession with children he accomplished very de- 
sirable results. Improvement was more marked in some 
branches than in others, but on the whole, the production 
of his work substantiated a good examination and would be 
a recommendation for him in the future. He secured a bet- 
ter situation in the fall, and Miss Lizzie F. Keenan taught 
the second term. She entered upon her duties with a lady- 
like and pleasant dignity that gained the good-will of the 
scholars, one of the greatest essentials to success in teach- 
ing. She proceeded through the term with a scrupulous 
and fixed purpose for the profitable advancement of the 
school. By the methods used a good degree of her purpose 
was realized, especially in reading which indicated excellent 
teaching. 

The exercises at the close illustrated good taste and abili- 
ty, and the examination met with approval. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Joseph K. Batchelder, Prudential Committee. 

Mr. Batchelder expressed his wisdom, and his interest in 
the district, by reéngaging Miss Nellie E. Me’Clure who 
taught with the best success in this school last year. 

She resumed the labor in her usual pleasant and attraec- 
tive manner, teaching in a way to be easily understood and 
to give her scholars a love for studying and freedom in recit- 
ing. Thus the school progressed daily with increasing in- 
terest and vigor to the final close. This school must bear 
the palm in composition writing—one of the best meth- 
ods of cultivating the mind. Examples of this, and of 
instructive oral exercises, acquired when there was a sur- 
plus of two or three minutes, rendered the school remark- 
ably interesting and profitable. Both examinations attested 
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to creditable work by the scholars, and proved Miss 
Me’Clure to be more than an ordinary instructress. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


A. B. Smith, Prudential Committee. 

Mr. John T. Bartlett was reémployed in the Grammar 
department, and Mrs. J. T. Bartlett, (formerly Miss EK. L. 
Tucker ) in the Primary department. Both are experienced 
and competent teachers, understanding well the requisites 
for intellectual growth. Scholars can, if they will, avail 
themselves of useful and practical knowledge from their 
instruction. If the people of the district do not appreciate 
their methods of conducting a school, it would be natural to 
conclude that they would not have retained them so long in 
charge. Hence the length of time they have been employed 
speaks for their ability in teaching and the effect of its pro- 
ceeds. In the school-room at the town hall, a select school 
of a good number is now progressing under their control. 


PS ihre: NGOs. 


William G. Brown, Prudential Committee. 

The first term, this district was favored with the services 
of Miss Anna L. Hazelton, the propitious teacher of last 
year. Miss Hazelton has extraordinary ability for a teacher 
and spares no pains in using it for the thorough improve- 
ment of her scholars. 

This was shown in her whole work for all alike, and at the 
close they could tell what they had learned with that clear 
articulation so desirable in recitation, and which gives evi- 
dence of a good understanding. Most useful and pleasing 
exercises outside of the general work were skillfully intro- 
duced that relieved monotony and added greatly to the 
interest of the school. The examination told that much had 
been achieved which denoted a good degree of intuitive 
intelligence of the scholars, and that the labors of this lady 
cannot be too highly prized. Much to the regret of the dis- 
trict she was prevented by sickness from returning the — 
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second term, which was taught by Miss Susie E. Hazelton. 
It was her first term, but she took up and carried on the 
work with unexpected success, giving as good satisfaction, 
perhaps, as any one could give in place of her predecessor. 
Her labors being earnest and untiring, the scholars were 
recipients of good profit accruing from her teaching. 


DISTRICT NO. 10 


George W. Clark, Prudential Committee. 

Teacher, first term, Miss Dora Abbott. This lady has 
very pleasant manners conducive to a good influence in the 
school-room, and a talent for teaching, which, a larger 
school would, doubtless, inspire to a wider execution, and 
thereby exercise the talents of the scholars more fully. Her 
work here, however, was productive of a very good exami- 
nation and progress of the school. She did not return to 
give the final examination the second term, and Miss Anna 
Jrawford completed the school year. Although Miss Craw- 
ford is voung and never taught before, yet she continued 
the improvement of the school in a manner very praise- 
worthy and gratifying. At the close, with but four scholars, 
she gave quite a little exhibition in singing, speaking, and 
prompt recitations, which displayed the care and accuracy 
that had been practiced to the benefit of the pupils and 
credit of the teacher. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


In undertaking the duty of supervising the schools, it has 
been my aim to promote their welfare in any way that might 
present itself, and to make a careful investigation in all re- 
spects, that a correct report might be returned. Of course, 
it is known to all, if not acknowledged, that to secure good 
schools and good effects from them, the three following re- 
courses are certainly essential: A reasonable people, good 
school-houses, properly furnished, and good teachers. For 
this matter, there are always those who have a greater love 
for fault-finding than for helping, but, for the most part, the 
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people have been found interested and anxious for the well- 
being of their schools and the best culture of their children. 
This feeling carried more into action would make it a better 
guarantee that their hopes shall be realized. In districts 
where their school-houses lack wall maps and globes, they 
would find it a paying investment to supply the deficiencies. 
There would also be an advantage in having fewer districts. 
It might not be wise to unite any, yet, in Districts 4, 5, and 
10, such an act, with proper provisions, seems to be needed 
for the benefit of the people in those localities, which bene- 
fit, by a general influence, would naturally extend to the 
whole town. 


A competent and conscientious teacher, once acquainted 
with a school. can do better for it than one unacquainted, 
however competent. In this respect, it might have been 
better in most cases to have had less changes perhaps, but 
the circumstances did not permit, and it is evident that 
Prudential Committees, generally, have acted from an inter- 
est in their districts and not from selfish motives. Thus a 
good class of teachers were looked for and secured for the 
schools. By the means of generally good discipline and in- 
struction of seventeen different teachers in eleven schools, 
as much has been accomplished as ought reasonably to be 
expected. For the peace and ‘prosperity of a community, for 
a nation’s safety, the loudest call that can be made, is for 
men and women who are willing to be measured by their souls 
to prove honor and integrity worthy of trust and confidence. 
In the common schools we look for the elements from 
which to build such a generation. In the different districts 
of this town these elements exist ‘in intelligence and active 
capacity to a good degree, and no pains, within the means 
of the people, should be spared to raise this available talent 
to the highest tone and purest state of culture and influence 
for future intellectual, moral, and religious demands. 


With much appreciation for the respect shown me and 
kind consideration during the past two years’ charge of the © 
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schools, | would return to the public, grateful and sincere 
thanks, in this, my final report. bs
